Reference is made to this Bureau's letter of 4 August 1945 
in wien you were informed that your husband, Commander Thomas 
Hirst Hayes, United States Navy, lost his life on 15 December 


1944, while a prisoner of war of the Japanese government. 


Information now received from survivors discloses that your 
husband, who had been held captive by the Japanese was placed 
aboard tne Orioco Maru, an 8000 ton Jap liner, which embarked 
from Manila Bay on 13 december 1944 apparently enroute to 
Japan. Shortly after getting underway, and on the following 
day, the ship, which Dore no mark to indicate that it was 
carrying prisoners of war, was strafed and bombed by planes 
and a number of men were wounded. 


On 15 December 1944 the ship was again bombed and was sunk off 
Olongapo, Subic Bay, Philippine Islands. Your husband was a 
survivor of this sinking, but he was recaptured and placed 
aboard another Jap ship bound for Japan which arrived in Takao 
Rarbor, Formosa on abotst 30 December 1944, While the ship 

was still in harbor on 9 January 1945, @ bomb landed killing 
about 350 men who were in the hold. our husband was among 
those killed. 


In view of the foregoing information the records of the Navy 
Department have been corrected to indicate that the death of 
your husband occurred on 9 January 1945. 
Sincere sympathy is again extended to you in your great loss.

Eugene Rogers Interview 


Rogers: Dr. Hayes and Dr. Wade were with the 4th Marines up in 
Shanghai. They went down to the Phillipines right before the war 
started. They were there with us and got interned. He was sugeon, 
and worked with us. He was in the #1 Hole when our ship at Furmosa 
got a direct hit. We got about 450 corpsmen and doctors that got 
killed in that first hole, and I was in Hole #2. That's the only 
reason I'm here. He was good. He went out to Corregidor for awhile, 
Malinta Tunnel. They set up a little hospital in the tunnel. There 
is nothing I couldn't say but what is good about him. He was one of 


those that was kind of aggressive.... He meant what he said. 


Jan: Were you there (Bilibid), also? 


Rogers: Sure was, three years. We worked there in the pharmacy , and 


worked with him a lot. Dr. Hayes, we used to hold sick call together. 


Jan: I got a letter from somebody in Washington state whose father 


was a Dr. Welch. 


Rogers: Dr. Welch. We had two Welches. There was a Dr. Cecil Welch, 
who was an X-ray doctor, and another Dr. Welch, who I think was a lab 
man on specialty, but I forget his name. You don't suppose that was 

Dr. Cecil Welch? He was an X-ray doctor, and he was in the #1 Hole in 


Furmosa that got a direct hit. 


Jan: He was with Dr. Hayes then? 


Rogers: Right. But he used to work in the dispensery there and hold 
sick call with us. One thing he came out with-- we had so many 
tropical ulcers there-- he came up with a little but of X-ray treat- 
ment and then he had sulfanylamide powder and calamine lotion, we 
mixed it together and called it mud. We put it on those sores and 
they'd heal up just so good. We had no bandages to put on them. We 
just painted it with that-- it was really a good thing to heal those 


tropical ulcers up with. 


Jan: Reading that diary sounded like a horror. 


Rogers: Like a nightmare. They put us right on (the ships). We went 
on up to Lingayan Gulf and we got on a boat where they'd taken the 

horses off. They didn't even clean them or nothing. We had to go up 
to Furmosa. I think it took about seven weeks to make that trip. That 


was a long time.
